Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Claims 6-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 6-15 are being considered vague and indefinite with the terminology 
"...characterized in that..." The terminology "...characterized in that..." does not meet 
up to date U.S. Patent practice standards. Is the claim language open or closed? The 
terminology is vague and indefinite. 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 6, lines 7-8, the terminology "...desired arbitrary face shape" is vague 
and indefinite. 
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4. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 7, line 4 the terminology "...desired arbitrary face shape" is vague and 
indefinite. 

Use of terms such as "desirable" and "appropriate" when referring to certain 
parameters do not limit present disclosure to specific percentages recited. -Payet and 
Brummet v. Swidler and Wilson (POBd Pat Inter) 207 USPQ 168.
